AMBITIOUS plans for New¬ 
market’s police officers and 
firefighters to share the same 
headquarters are being show¬ 
cased to the public next week. 

Suffolk Police and Suffolk 
Fire and Rescue Service have 
announced proposals to re¬ 
locate the town’s existing po¬ 
lice station, in Vicarage Road, 
to the fire station, in Willie 
Snaith Road. 

The scheme is set to cost 
around £575,000 and would 
see the two emergency ser¬ 
vices sharing the same base in 
Willie Snaith Road. 

Tim Passmore, Suffolk’s Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner, 
said: “Working together is ab¬ 
solutely key to meet the finan-

cial challenges that we face. 

“I am very pleased with the 
existing shared stations across 
the county - it saves money 
and improves the joint work¬ 
ing of these two key blue-light 
services. 

“The public’s view on this 
initiative is crucially impor¬ 
tant and I look forward to 
meeting with the local com¬ 
munities to hear their views.” 

Funding for the project 
will be shared between the 
two services but it is hoped 
the Government will provide 
some grant funding. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
Cllr Matthew Hicks, cabinet 


member for public protec¬ 
tion, said: “Our partnership 
on property has grown and 
evolved over time. We already 
have six shared stations with 
police and these are working 
well. 

“Our plans to develop and 
improve Newmarket fire sta¬ 
tion will help us become even 
more cost effective and we will 
be able to work much more 
closely together in the town.” 

A public consultation event 
is being held at the King Ed¬ 
ward VII Memorial Hall in 
Newmarket High Street on 
Wednesday, October 26, from 
9am-2pm.

Dad joins search 
for airman son

THE father of missing air¬ 
man Corrie McKeague has 
made a plea to find his son - 
as celebrity cook Delia Smith 
also backed the search. 

Corrie, 23, was last seen at 
3.24am in Bury St Edmunds 
on Saturday, September 24. 
His mobile phone has been 
traced to Barton Mills but 
not found. 

On Saturday - the three- 
week anniversary of his dis¬ 
appearance - TV cook Delia 
Smith posed with a poster 
featuring Corrie. 

It urged members of the 
public to contact Suffolk po¬ 
lice if they had information. 

The same day, Martin Mc¬ 
Keague, 47, travelled down 
from Scotland to join the 
search. 

He said he was “desperate” 
for anyone who could help 
find his son to come forward. 

He said: “I would do any¬ 
thing to get my son back. It’s 
a plea to everybody - fathers, 
mothers, sons. 

“Just keep Corrie on your 
mind every moment of the 
day and don’t forget him. 

“People don’t just van¬ 
ish. Just now that’s what it’s 
looked like. We know that 
can’t have happened. People 
don’t just vanish.” 

Three-week checks were 
carried out in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds on Friday night and 
Saturday morning. 

As a result, police identi¬ 
fied two individuals who 
were in the area at the time 
of Corrie’s disappearance.

Search and Rescue Dog As¬ 
sociation were also carried 
out over the weekend. 

But police still do not have 
any confirmed sighting of 
Corrie after 3.20am on Sep¬ 
tember 24. 

Police have searched a rail¬ 
way line and A-roads, hours 
of CCTV has been reviewed 
and RAF personnel and the 
police helicopter have been 
involved.

Clown scare 
report untrue, 
says college 

SOHAM Village College has denied 
reports that two "killer clowns" 
carrying knives forced the school to 
be evacuated. 

The claims were made on social 
media - naming the college as a 
target for the 'killer clown craze' 

- which started in America and 
involves people dressing up as 
clowns and jumping out on other 
people to scare them. 

One man, who refused to 
be named, also contacted the 
Newmarket News to say that the 
school was evacuated following the 
alleged incident last Wednesday. 

He said: "There were two 
clowns with knives at Soham 
Village College and the school was 
evacuated. 

"The school had it under control 
and no-one was hurt but a member 
of staff was pushed by one of the 
clowns." 

But a spokeswoman for the 
school said: "We would like to 
reassure parents that there was no 
such incident at the school and it 
was not evacuated. 

"We believe this started with a 
rumour on social media and we 
have had calls from concerned 
parents." 

Police are warning people that 
the act of frightening or threatening 
others may be enough to warrant 
public order criminal offences.

New charity to 
aid amputees 


A MOTHER is setting up a 
charity to support the fami¬ 
lies of amputees - after her 
husband lost his leg eight 
years ago. 

Steel Bones, the brainchild 
of Emma Joy-Staines, is set to 
hold its first event on Mon¬ 
day, attracting 25 amputees 
and their families. 

The organisation grew 
out of a Facebook peer sup¬ 
port group the 31-year-old 
mother-of-two set up for the 
families of amputees. 

Now she’s turning it into 
a fully-fledged charity. She 
hopes that as it grows the 
organisation will publish 
children’s books featur¬ 
ing amputees and produce 
toys such as bears and dolls 
which are amputees. 

“I would love my daughter 
to have a doll like that,’’ she 
said. 

Emma’s husband Leigh 
Joy-Staines, who runs a busi¬ 
ness with her from their 
home in Isleham, lost his leg 
eight years ago. 

Doctors had to amputate 
after an artery in his leg was 
severed during a simple op¬ 
eration when he was just 27.

“It’s completely turned 
his life upside down,” said 
Emma. 

She said Leigh, now 34, 
had had six operations since 
the amputation, as his bones 
were still growing. She said 
incidents such as a prosthet¬ 
ic breaking could make life 
difficult for weeks. 

Emma first realised the 
need for a charity focused on 
supporting amputee fami¬ 
lies after her son Teddy, now 
6, started school. 

“The other children were 
saying: “Why isn’t your dad 
strong? Why doesn’t he run?’ 
There were lots of questions 
being thrown at my then 
4-year-old son.” 

She said that when her 
family moved to Isleham, 
they met a young girl and 
a former soldier who were 
both amputees living in the 
village. She said that the im¬ 
pact of meeting more am¬ 
putees on her children was 
significant. 

“That made me realise 
how important it is to have 


people with the same things 
going on,” Emma said. 

Steel Bones started life as 
a Facebook peer support 
group that attracted local 
amputee families and inter¬ 
est from as far away as Africa 
and America. 

But now Emma is making 
the transition to a real-life 
charity. 

Twenty-five families will 
be coming to the first event 
on Monday. It is being held 
at RAF Mildenhall, which is 
supporting Steel Bones de¬ 
spite the charity’s focus on 
civilian rather than military 
amputees. 

Emma is hoping that an¬ 
other event will take place 
next summer, and that 
mock-ups of the charity’s 
first children’s book will be 
ready to be displayed by that 
time.

Rescue dog Pogy miraculously survives 15ft leap from window

A RESCUE dog had a miraculous 
escape after leaping 15 feet from a 
bedroom window in Newmarket and 
crash landing on a concrete patio. 

Pogy luckily survived with just 
a badly broken thigh bone which 
specialist veterinary surgeons 
managed to repair. 

The two-year-old Romanian cross¬ 
breed had been on the hunt for his 
owner Marion Southcott who had 
just nipped out of the house. 

But somehow the pooch managed 
to scramble over the safety gate on 
the stairs and made it into Marion's 
bedroom where he squeezed through 
the open top window. 

The dog then leapt out in a bid to 
find his adopted mum but landed on 
the concrete, breaking his left leg. 

Marion said: "I had only walked 
yards up the road when my 
neighbour said 'he's out on the lawn', 
I didn't believe them but of course 
there he was. 

"He has no boundaries and 
nothing will keep him in, but he 
doesn't have a nasty bone in his 
body. 

"Sometimes he tries to go out 
of the kitchen window so I think 
he might have thought he was 
downstairs when he jumped. 

"He probably got onto the window 
sill and got to the point of no return 
and launched himself out onto the 
concrete patio. I just couldn't believe 
he was alive." 

The pet was rushed to his local vets 
on July 1 7 before he was taken to 
specialist-led clinical care veterinary 
centre Dick White Referrals, near 


Newmarket. 

He had surgery the following day 
by veterinary surgeon Mark Bush 
who used a recent innovation in 
orthopaedics, a locking plate, and 
screwed the bones back together. 

Pogy was then allowed back home 
48 hours later but spent nearly two 
months crated and was under strict 
orders to only be allowed out for 
small periods of the day. 

Marion, who also owns a bearded 


collie called Daisy, had originally 
been asked to foster Pogy but ended 
up keeping him. 

The retired 67-year-old who 
used to breed racehorses said: "He 
doesn't want to leave me, he's quite 
delightful really, and he's been 
stuck with me like a child while he 
recovers. 

"It is unbelievable really that he 
survived and I thought he might 
lose his leg but he has had the best 


treatment by Dick White Referrals." 

Pogy is now allowed to have longer 
walks but still needs to remain on the 
lead until he fully recovers. 

Marion added: "Hopefully in a 
couple of weeks he will be allowed 
to play as he's so lively." 

The grandmother-of-one said 
thankfully the majority of the £3,700 
vet bill was covered by insurance and 
the rest was kindly donated after a 
"Pounds for Pogy" fund was created. 


Two taken 
to hospital

Council won’t 
fight for plan 


COUNCILLORS have voted 
against challenging the 
Secretary of State’s decision 
to throw out a controversial 
planning application. 

Forest Lleath District 
Council decided joining 
the fight to have 400 homes 
built at Hatchfield Farm in 
Newmarket could jeopard¬ 
ise the completion of its lo¬ 
cal plan by the end of 2017. 

If it is not completed, it 
could lose its New Homes 
Bonus - £1,500 per new 
house for six years. 

Lord Derby, who put for¬ 
ward the plan for housing, 
will continue with his High 
Court challenge to the 
Communities Secretary’s 
ruling. 

At an extraordinary 
meeting of the council’s 
cabinet last week, council¬ 
lors spoke of their disap¬ 
pointment at rejection of 
the plan. 

Cllr Viktor Lukaniuk said: 
“The Secretary of State 
here has done what Henry 
VIII did when he dissolved 
all the monasteries. I think

the modern term for that is 
Stalinism.” 

But Cllr Lance Stanbury 
said: “It is with a heavy 
heart, but I do therefore 
feel that I should be recom¬ 
mending the council that 
we should not seek to chal¬ 
lenge. 

“We are very disappoint¬ 
ed but we believe on bal¬ 
ance this will be the best 
protection for the whole of 
our district.” 

The cabinet voted unani¬ 
mously not to pursue the 
challenge. 

Cllr Simon Cole, who 
has spoken out in support 
of the challenge, said after 
the meeting: “Our presence 
and everyone else’s [at the 
appeal] would surely add 
weight and speed up the 
process, not lengthen it. 

“It’s a slap in the face for 
everyone in Newmarket 
who’s not in the racing in¬ 


dustry.” 

Cllr Stanbury said if Lord 
Derby’s challenge was un¬ 
successful, sites would 
need to be found for 145 
homes to “make up the 
loss of the Hatchfield site” 
- equating to 10 houses per 
year for the next 15 years. 

Lord Derby said after the 
meeting: “Whilst we would 
welcome the involvement 
of FHDC in the challenge 
to the decision by the Sec¬ 
retary of State, we recog¬ 
nise the difficulties in do¬ 
ing so. 

“At the same time, the 
council have made it clear 
that they are supportive of 
our right to challenge.” 

Cllr Stanbury said FHDC 
would now work with in¬ 
terested parties to create a 
“prospectus” for Newmar¬ 
ket’s long-term growth.

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Many do not 
share vision 

WHILE William Gittus of Jockey Club 
Estates may feel disappointed at 
Lord Derby challenging the Secretary 
of State's decision on Hatchfield 
0 Newmarket News, October 5) as 
someone experienced in planning 
matters, he should not be surprised 
that this diabolical decision is being 
contested. 

The Hatchfield application for 400 
houses was approved by democratic 
vote by Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) and this decision was 
endorsed by the planning inspector, 
after three weeks of oral evidence 
and many boxes of written evidence. 

The Secretary of State overruled 
the council and the inspector, citing 
that the development might lead to 
a "perception" of harm to the racing 
industry, essentially that owners might 
remove horses and new owners not 
be forthcoming. 

The dangerous aspect of the 
Secretary of State's decision is 
whose "perception" is relevant and 
acceptable. 

In an article in the Racing Post 
(September 9) the day after the 
decision was announced it was stated 
that 400 houses on Hatchfield would 
create traffic akin to the A14 being 
diverted through Newmarket every 
day. That is a ludicrous perception. 

Ironically, Jockey Club Estates 
have recently proposed building 
a hill gallop on Racecourse Side, 
recognising the imbalance of horses 
and facilities being focused on Bury 
Side and the Warren Hill gallops. 

The net effect of such a gallop 
would be to reduce cross town horse 
movements, thus reducing the horse/ 
traffic safety risks. 

There are many (I believe a 
majority), including trainers, who do 
not share the vision for Newmarket of 
some of the Newmarket Horsemen's 
Group. 

No one denies the value of racing 
to Newmarket but there is no reason 
for it to dominate everything.

Why not build 
new footbridge? 

I DO wish those raising a petition 
to try and keep Weatherby's foot¬ 
crossing open well, but I fear that it 
may not be a sophisticated enough 
challenge to the central Government 
directive from the Office for Road 
and Rail (Network Rail's political 
masters) which states, 'ORR wants the 
rail industry to close level crossings' 
(Level Crossings page, orr.gov.uk ). 

This follows a Government-initiated 
Law Commission review into Level 
Crossing law, published in September 
2013, which as the ORR again states, 
'made it easier for high risk crossings 
to be closed.' Although promoted 
as a Health and Safety issue, the 
primary purpose for crossing 
closures is cost-cutting, following 
the Government's 'Rail Value for 
Money Study' of 2011, which 
requires the rail industry to cut its 
costs by between £2.7bn to £3.8bn 




by 2018-19. As paragraph 11.1.6 of 
the Study, 'Recommendation for cost 
reduction', states, '. . . expenditure 
on safety . . . should be appropriate 
and commercial.' It would be 
interesting to hear what the town's 
Government representative has to 
say on the matter. The silence on this 
issue from local MPs has been rather 
obvious. It doesn't help the situation 
when one learns the fact that the 
crossing should by now have become 
a public right-of-way under the 20- 
year rule, but that the matter was 
never chased-up by Suffolk County 
Council and added to the definitive 
map. As it stands, the crossing is 
a totally private affair with which 
Network Rail can do whatever they 
wish. That said, there is no reason 
why a new Weatherby footbridge 
cannot be provided for local citizens 
from purely local funding, rather 
than trying to fight a losing battle 
for cash with Network Rail itself. For 
example, the Exning Road Gasworks 
development in town will provide 
a significant sum of money, under 
S-106 rules, to be spent on projects 
for the benefit of the whole local 
community. It is understood that at 
present this 'community' money has 
been earmarked for (yet another! ) 
dedicated horse-crossing at the road 
junction in St Mary's Square. Surely 
Weatherby Community Footbridge 
is a very much more pressing use for 
this cash, to stop allotment-holders 
and football club visitors from being 
entirely cut-off from the town centre? 
If matching funding is required, both 
Suffolk and Cambridgeshire council's 
could chip-in with infrastructure 
contributions, or perhaps a wealthy 
local benefactor could step in to 
provide something of real value to 


townspeople? 

Incidentally, Network Rail 
has recently spent £950,000 on 
rebuilding Ken nett station, including 
a huge new footbridge. The station is 
somewhat remote and little used - in 
fact it only survived Beeching's axe 
at all because Newmarket RDC and 
Mildenhall RDC agreed to make¬ 
up any shortfall in annual takings 
of below £1,500 to British Rail, in 
October 1966. I believe this legal 
agreement still stands, allowing for 
inflation and council name-changes 
to East Cambridgeshire DC and 
Forest Heath DC? Local council's 
are thus obviously happy to fund rail 
infrastructure locally - so why not 
fund a new Weatherby footbridge?

Other essential services are also 
planned for the location along this 
road, library, swimming pool to name 
but two.

When that first accident happens 
I hope the planners do take a long 
hard look at themselves,

cuts and reduced services, the next 
plans of £10 million for the Hub and 
the purchase of a solar farm at many 
more millions. 

Independent consultants have 
been briefed prior to conducting their 
evaluation of all the options available 
(at a price to the taxpayer). They have 
concluded developments which in 
effect will show total disregard for the 
histories and independence of local 
villages West Row and Beck Row. 
Once the planned growth goes ahead 
West Row will become just a suburb 
of Mildenhall and lose its identity 
forever. 

At what point did the consultants 
discuss with any residents from 
Queen sway or West Row the impact 
their plans would bring to their lives? 
FHDC powers seem to think when 
they speak everyone must fall in 
line with their plans. Out of all these 
developments someone will make a 
lot of money without a thought for 
our communities current and future.

Supplement licence 
ruling causes anger

A NEWMARKET-based online 
store selling a ‘life-saving’ food 
supplement has been banned 
from selling it without a licensed 
alternative available to thou¬ 
sands of customers. 

Cannabidiol (CBD), a hemp 
flower extract used for medical 
ailments, is now classified as a 
medicine by the Medicines and 
Healthcare products Regulatory 
Agency (MHRA). 

CBD will be made available 
through the NHS, but it is un¬ 
clear how long that will take. 

Phil Culbertson, co-owner of 
Love CBD in Newmarket, told 
the News: “The MHRA have gone 
about this the wrong way. We 
have more than 2,300 custom¬ 
ers. 90% of which are from the 
UK. 

“There is no clinical alterna¬ 
tive to CBD. It’s very unfair on all 
the people who are using these 
products. They will be forced to 
suffer, go back onto a lot of phar¬ 
maceutical drugs, or they will 
have to immediately find some¬ 
where abroad.” 

CBD oil is a legal, non-intoxi¬ 
cating cannabis oil derived from 
hemp flowers. 

It is used by sufferers of con¬ 
ditions such as epilepsy, MS, fi¬ 
bromyalgia, arthritis, migraines, 
PTSD, anxiety disorders, and 
many more. 

The oil had been available in 
the UK for the past three years as 
a food supplement. 

CBD suppliers will now have 
until November to cease trading 
or get marketing authorisation. 

Marketing authorisation, how¬ 
ever, costs large sums of money 
and can take years. 

Customer Alan lohnson has 
been using Love CBD’s products 
for almost two years. He suffers 
from muscular dystrophy. 


He told the News : “I was in a 
terrible state when I was on pre¬ 
scriptive medicine. You name it, 
I was on it. I went from being in 
pain every night but within 48 
hours after taking CBD, my life 
was saved. 

“The MHRA obviously don’t 
care. It’s disgusting. My mum 
takes it now, my daughter, my fa¬ 
ther who has Alzheimer’s. 

“I don’t want to go back to 
pills. I feel really well now.” 

An MHRA spokesperson said: 


“We have come to the opinion 
that products containing can¬ 
nabidiol (CBD) used for medical 
purposes are a medicine. 

“Medicinal products must 
have a product licence (market¬ 
ing authorisation) before they 
can be legally sold, supplied or 
advertised in the UK, unless ex¬ 
empt. Licensed medicinal prod¬ 
ucts have to meet safety, quality 
and efficacy standards to protect 
public health. 

“If you use CBD and you have 


any questions, speak to your GP 
or other healthcare professional. 

“We have written to UK CBD 
stockists and manufacturers to 
inform them of our view. We can 
provide regulatory guidance to 
any company who may wish to 
apply for a licence.” 

A UK company called GW 
pharmaceuticals has had stage 
three clinical trials approved for 
its CBD drug Epidiolex, which 
will be prescribed through the 
NHS in the future.

was the venue for a long but 
interesting illustrated address by 
Mr Clifford Hall, relating to the 
work of the 94th Bomber Group 
(USAF), which took place during 
their stay in Rougham towards 
the end of the Second World War 
(1942-1945). 

It was clear from the photos 
shown that the group, after getting 
themselves established at the 
base (which had been thought 
of as a suitable venue even 
before the war began), sustained 
considerable losses, in some 
cases many bombers and their 
crews falling prey to the German 
defences. Some of these losses 
were the result of the problems 
with communications. 


Rougham was part of the area 
which encompassed other bases 
such as Rattlesden and Lavenham, 
which are commemorated within 
the 9th Bomber Group Memorial 
Association. To get these base 
areas up to the necessary 
standard, many homes were 
demolished, with the farmers' 
fields being turned over to tarmac 
to accommodate the airmen 
and the bombers. Many of the 
former undertook as many as 
25 missions, while the planes - 
although at times badly damaged 
- were kept flying. 2000 pounder 
bombs were sometimes found to 
be too big for the bomb bays.

Plans for up 
to 500 homes 


AVILLAGE looks set to more 
than double in size as part 
of ambitious plans to set up 
another Community Land 
Trust (CLT) in the district. 

East Cambs District Coun¬ 
cil is hoping to build up to 
500 new homes, as well as a 
primary school, community 
facilities and start-up busi¬ 
ness facilities, in Kennett. 

Palace Green Homes - the 
trading name for the coun¬ 
cil’s Local Authority Trading 
Company - has submitted 
a scoping opinion report 
to the authority’s planning 
department regarding the 
proposed development for 
land south-west of 98-138, 
Station Road. 

The district council and 
Kennett Parish Council are 
working together to set up 
a CLT similar to the ones in 
places including Stretham, 
Soham and Witchford. 

A CLT is a non-profit or¬ 
ganisation, run by trustees, 
which has full ownership of 
what is built in a communi¬ 
ty, enabling local residents 
to have a greater say. 

If agreed, the new devel¬ 
opment would more than

double the size of the vil¬ 
lage. In 2013, Kennett’s pop¬ 
ulation was 340. 

In the scoping opinion re¬ 
port, MLM Consulting Ltd, 
the Cambridge-based firm 
appointed by Palace Green 
Homes, said: “The aim of 
this Environmental Impact 
Assessment (EIA) Scoping 
Report is to provide East 
Cambs District Council with 
sufficient baseline environ¬ 
mental information and ini¬ 
tial assessment to establish 
which environmental issues 
are likely to be sufficient. 

“The site has an area of 
approximately 90 hectares 
and is currently in agricul¬ 
tural use as arable farmland. 

“The proposals are ex¬ 
pected to be brought for¬ 
ward via an outline plan¬ 
ning application in 2017 
and are likely to comprise 
a phased development of 
up to 500 dwellings, a new 
primary school, other com¬ 
munity facilities, strategic 
green infrastructure and 


commercial development 
opportunities.” 

The report adds: “The 
applicant will work closely 
with Kennett Community 
Land Trust, who will own 
and manage the community 
assets within the develop¬ 
ment in the long term. 

“The requirements of the 
CLT will be an important 
factor in the considerations 
of the design team and there 
will be extensive commu¬ 
nity engagement and con¬ 
sultation as part of the plan¬ 
ning process.” 

The report says there is 
“growing demand for hous¬ 
ing in East Cambs” and that 
there is an “ongoing short¬ 
age of affordable housing”. 

Bosses at Palace Green 
Homes say they “firmly be¬ 
lieve that involving the com¬ 
munity in the design of new 
housing delivers real social 
and economic benefits”.

A FORMER bakery in Soham looks set to 
be turned into a pizza parlour. 

A firm called DPSK Ltd has applied to 
East Cambs District Council for plan¬ 
ning permission to change the use of 6, 
Churchgate Street - what was Fullers 
Bakers - into a hot food takeaway.

Christmas trees are usually cut in the 
fields around the same time in late 
October/November, so the sooner they 
are taken home the sooner you can 
start to care for them properly. Beware, 
however, buying them too early or you 
might be left with nothing but bare 
branches by the big week. On the other 
hand you don’t want to leave it so late 
that the best-shaped trees have been 
snapped up, and the ones left over have 
been stored for a prolonged period out of 
water, which means they may not last as 
long. 

WHAT SORT OF TREE? 

The classic tree of choice is the Norway 
Spruce, with its evocative pine scent 
amd traditional pyramid shape, although 
the Blue Spruce is a popular alternative. 

If you’d like a tree that doesn’t shed its 
needles so fast, a Nordmann Fir is a great 
option - their ability to hold on to their 
needles right up to Christmas suits them 
to more minimalist-style homes. 


Whatever its variety, the colour of the 
needles should be a dark green rather 
than washed-out and pale, and the tree 
should be evenly proportioned: not too 
dense at the bottom nor too sparse at 
the top, and no big gaps in between the 
branches. Also choose one that isn’t pre¬ 
wrapped in netting so you can get a better 
idea of its shape. 

CUT TREE OR POT GROWN? 
Trees should be newly cut when you 
purchase them, however you can’t always 
guarantee this so one way to give your 
tree a boost is to keep it outside in a 
bucket of water for a day or two, after 
sawing an inch off the bottom of the trunk 
to improve its water uptake. As cut trees 
are the same as cut flowers, don’t forget 
to water them - roughly one to two litres 
per day. 

As for container-grown trees, after 
Christmas they can be re-potted or 
planted outside so you can enjoy it again 
for next year, although they’re unlikely 
to last much longer than that, and that’s 


provided you’ve enough space in your 
garden! 

GENERAL TREE TIPS: 

★ Think about where you have room to 
place the tree before buying one. If the 
only suitable spot is next to a heater for 
example, you might need a smaller tree to 
fit into a more suitable area. 

★ Try to reign in your enthusiasm 
and don’t go too overboard on 
height. Keep in mind that the 
stand can add six inches in 
height, not to mention the star 
or fairy at the top. 

★ For the healthiest and 
freshest tree, patronise an 
established tree farm or 
somewhere that brings in trees 
from local farms. 

★ Ideally use LED lights to 
decorate the tree, as they emit 
less heat and are better for 
the environment. 


★ If you’ve any glass ornament 
decorations, keep them higher on the tree 
to prevent children or pets knocking them 
off and breaking them. 

★ When Christmas is over dispose of 
your tree responsibly. You could even 
chop it up into small pieces to put straight 
into your compost heap for the new year.

BUY CHRISTMAS 
TRAIN TICKETS 
NOW TO SAVE CASH 


Rail passengers planning to travel 
over the Christmas period are 
being urged to buy tickets now to 
save money. 

A number of train operators are selling 
cheaper advanced tickets, which are quota- 
controlled so can quickly sell out. 

Europe’s leading independent train ticket 
retailer, Trainline (thetrainline.com), 
revealed that its customers saved £21.8 
million last year by purchasing advance 
return tickets for travel between December 
16-31 rather than buying tickets on the day 
of travel, excluding booking fees. 

A survey of 2,000 British adults 
commissioned by the company found that 
expense is a source of frustration over the 


festive period for 39% of people, followed 
by family arguments (22%) and traffic jams 
( 21 %). 

More than half (53%) of people prefer 
to travel by train over Christmas as they 
find it relaxing, while 40% want to avoid 
congestion on the roads. Almost one in 
four (24%) enjoy the option of catching up 
on sleep during the journey home, while 
19% want the option of checking social 
media. 

For any readers who embark from or return 
to London on their national journeys, here 
are the top 10 most popular routes for 
passengers who booked advance return 
tickets with Trainline for festive travel last 
year. The time saved travelling one way by 
train instead of car according is in brackets.

Black Sheep - Blitzen (4%) 

Although it’s only been around since 2014, 
this limited-edition brew has become a festive 
favourite for beer lovers around the country. 
With orange and mixed peels offsetting the 
Cascade and Goldings hops, it’s an exceptional 
after-dinner drop. 

Beavertown - Smog Bocket (5.4%) 
This hearty porter from the fashionable 
London microbrewery uses nine different 
malts, including a good hit of smoked 
‘Rauchmaltz’ from Germany. The resulting 
flavour, with hints of molasses and caramel, 
pairs the beer well with rich desserts. 

Cheddar Ales - Festive Totty (4.7%) 
Available as a seasonal only in November and 
December, this ale will leave you yearning for it 
in the ensuing months thanks in no small part 
to the ruby port used in its brewing, which 
delivers a cockle-warming glow every time.

Galileo Gold to 

stay in training 



Racing 

GALILEO Gold will race on next 
season, trainer Hugo Palmer has 
announced. 

This season’s 2000 Guineas and 
St James’s Palace Stakes hero will 
continue to grace the track as a 
four-year-old after connections 
opted against retirement. 

Palmer said: “After they (owners) 
spoke on Sunday, they have decided 
to keep Galileo Gold in training which 
is very exciting for us. 

“Champions like Galileo Gold are so 
rare and hard to find. When you find 
one, you want to hang on to them. 

“Hopefully we can regain his 
early season form next year.” 

Runner-up in both the Irish 2,000 
Guineas and the Sussex Stakes 
at Glorious Goodwood, the A1 
Shaqab Racing-owned son of Paco 
Boy raced far too keenly on his 
penultimate outing at Deauville, 
when eighth in the Prix Jacques le 
Marois. 

He was similarly head-strong 
when fifth in the Queen Elizabeth II 
Stakes on Champions Day at Ascot 
on Saturday. 

Palmer added: “I don’t think we 
could have won, whatever we did 
on Saturday. 

“Frankie (Dettori) and I discussed 
it beforehand and we decided that 
we were going to follow Jet Setting 
as she was sure to go up the near rail 
and, indeed, she did go up there. 

“As it turned out, we probably 
should have followed Barchan into 
the race as he went a stronger gallop 
then Jet Setting and it would have 
carried us further into the race. 


“If we had done things differently 
we could have perhaps finished 
closer to Minding. 

“He is a horse that needs a proper 
break now. He will go to the Nation¬ 
al Stud where Shalaa recuperated so 
well and where Toronado stands. 

“The plan is to go there for five or 
six weeks and let him down, then get 
him back in his box and under my 
watchful gaze before Christmas.” 

The Newmarket handler is 
already looking to the future with 
Galileo Gold, who could travel to 
Meydan next March. 


Palmer said: “If he comes to hand 
quickly, there is a chance the Dubai 
Turf could be a possibility, but the 
one race that the owners want to 
win is the Lockinge (Newbury). 

“If he goes there, I don’t think he 
will need a prep race as he did so well 
first time out to win the Guineas.” 

■ Grendisar is on course to start 
the new all-weather campaign in 
the Churchill Stakes at his happy- 
hunting ground of Lingfield on 
November 12. 

The 10-furlong Listed contest is a 
fast-track qualifier for All-Weather 


Championships on Good Friday. 

The Marco Botti-trained entire 
will bid to go one better than 12 
months ago when he was a fast¬ 
finishing second to Let’s Go. 

All roads will then lead to 
the championships which saw 
Grendisar successful in the mile- 
and-a-quarter division last season. 

The six-year-old has had a break 
since then and is satisfying his trainer 
as he prepares to make his comeback. 

“He’s doing well and I’m very 
pleased with him,” said Both. 

“There are no races for him un¬ 
til November 12, the Listed race at 
Lingfield, and that’s where he will go. 

“He had a good break but he 
just took a little bit longer to come 
to hand and, for that reason, we 
decided not to go to Ireland and 
wait to campaign him in England. 

“We have another three or four 
weeks before the race, but it’s so far, 
so good. 

“It’s a fast-track qualifier and he 
loves the track, so it makes sense to 
go there.” 

■ Frankie Dettori and Victoria 
Pendleton are among the names 
added to ITV’s racing line-up as 
the channel prepares to start its 
coverage next year.
